Newsprint Produced 


By the Lufkin Mill 


JLast Sunday, March 22, the Luf- 
kin 
(Texas) 
Daily 
News 
re- 


ported that the Southland paper 
mill had turned out its millionth 
ton of newsprint. 


Prior to 1940 tho idea of manu- 


facturing white paper from South- 
ern pine was merely a formula in 
the mind of the late Dr. Charles 
H. Herty of Savannah, Ga. But he 
and his associate chemist, Francis 
Patrick Garvnn, had perfected in 
,;44>pir Savannah laboratory a dclail- 
tti process which was to destroy 
the Canadian monopoly of making 
white paper solely from Northern 
spruce. 


And in 1940 Southern industrial- 


ists and publishers, headed by 
Ernest L. Kurth, Texas lumber- 
man, 
built at Lufkin the world's 


first newsprint mill using Southern 
pine, it was helped in the beginning 
by a federal Reconstruction Fin- 
ance corporation loan, but , thai 
Was long ago repaid and Southland 
Paper Mills, Inc., has run up a 13- 
year record of production and fin- 
ancial success.
